HOUSE & GARAGE DJ PROFILE 

Dave O Neil has been a DJ for a number of years , he 
has just set up a record label & is an owner of Buzz 
Records , High Wycome - Here is Dave's story: 

What is your real name & age? 

My real name is Dave O'Neif & I'm 27 years old. 

How long have you been a DJ ? 

About 12 years. 



How did you get into DJing ? 

I've always bought lots of music & I've always played around mixing up records - this made me want to go out & play my 
music. 


What different styles of music do you play ? 

At the moment I play Mainly American House - I have played more commercial club music & then I got into Acid House 
before playing the Music I play at present. 

What's your favourite Club or event you have Diayed at? 

[ most enjoy parties we put on ourselves. We always do them once every three months - last Christmas was our best event. 
It was in □ big Mansion House in Great Missenden. It held 350 people & was an absolutely amazing party. 


Can you tell us a little bit about your record shop? 

It was established in December 1 992 - Myself & my partner Grant warden own the shop - We sell rap, Soul, Breakbeat, 
Jungle, Techno and a lot of UK & US House, 


When you play out do you have o planned set or do you play for the crowd? 

I don’t play a set when I play out I take 2 boxes of Records with me so I can play at least 3 times if need bel I played out 
recently & I was due to play a 2 hour set. A couple of Dj's didn't turn up, ana I ended up playing for 6 & a half hours! - 
which goes to show how versatile I can be. 


Why do you think you've been successful as a DJ? 

COMMITMENT! The love of music is important & enjoying what you do is important. I also have a unique style - nearly all 
U.K. DJ's play U.K style House -There are not very many who play deep American house which is what I play - This is 
probably another reason! 

How many times do you play out a week? 

Normally 2-3 times sometimes more. 


What do you think about the Ravescene? 

! used to hate it - as probably most house orientated people do - But, now I think Rave music has got a lot better, especially 
jungle. 

Have you ever made any music? 

Yes! Our first release is coming out on 1 st Base Records. An American Label & the track is called 1 The Sticks & Stones 1 e.p 
which is by Tribe on a Vibe 


Where do you get your records from? 

I blag them off everyone I can! (Dave laughs), I've been collecting records for 1 2 years I've got thousands of records & 
owning a record shop helps- If I hear a tune when I'm out I ring up the label & they usually send me a copy. 

What are your plans for the future? 

The shop we want to expand - we may be opening up another shop! Basically the shop is a base for our own label & 
events & for my DJing - on a personal tip, I want to stay within the Industry - Maybe ending up in remixing & producing 
records. 


What do you think of the house scene at present? 

I think its a bit confused - there's a combination of people crossing over from the hardcore scene at present - a lot of pro¬ 
moters are booking the same old DJ's & I think this is probably the main reason for the lack of a Parly Atmosphere in a lot 
of the Clubs!

Grant - my partner, James, Danny, Ronnie, Gavin, my girlfriend Rachel, - lr POET [1 - the sharp eyed dog who lives in Buzz 
records.

REVIEW 

After doing reviews on 2 Top London House & Garage clubs, we decided to 
venture out of London & after hearing so much about a club called Mirage 
in Windsor we though we'd go to one of the best nights out of the month 
"The Full Monty" to check it out. After getting through the hoards of people 
outside the club - we managed to pull aside the Full Monty promoters Dave 
& Mark who gave us some information on the Full Monty 

Scene: When was your first Full Monty? 

Full M: It was 3 years ago at a dub called Henrys, Burnham Beeches, Nr.Slough, Berks. 

Scene: Where did you get the name and logo from? 

When we used to go out if something was good we used to say it was "The Full Monty" - so we decided to use that saying 
as our name for our events, we are also a couple of Historians & Field Marshall Bernard Montgomery was a very famous 
man in the war so we decided to use hid face as our logo for the front of our Flyers! 

Scene: What was the best Full Monty Party you have ever put on? 

Full M: It was on a Bank Holiday Sunday - we had Steve Proctor & Andy Weatherall playing& it was a total roadblock- 
ticket touts were selling tickets outside for £20 - It was only £8 per ticket in Advance!! 

Scene: What has been the biggest event you've put on? 

Full M: it was at Mirage, Windsor - We had a Full House & we turned away well over 1,000 people - Heartbreaking!! It 
was in Association with the Ministry of Sound about one and a half years ago! 

Scene: Have you made any Music? 

Full M: Yes, we have just set up our own record label & our 1 st Record "Brilliant feeling" by the Full Monty All Stars 
reached No. 84 in the National Chart & No. 19 in the Dance Chart - Watch out for our next record! 

Scene: What sort of music policy do you have at your events? 

Full M: We don't play anything too extreme & we always have a nice mixture of music, hard, soft, & commercial - this way 
we usually keep everyone happy. 

Scene: What other events have you put on other than the Full Monty? 

Full M; The Casbah, Chesham; Midnight Express, Aldershot; Shelter, Slough - our first event was called Henry's cat - It 
was a charity event & the money raised went to the children's ward at Wexham Park Hospital in Slough. 

Scene: Why do you think your parties are so successful? 

Full M: We always put on a top line up, we spend a lot of money on the production and sound systems used at our events 
& we offer good value for money!! 

Scene: Where else have you put on Full Monty Parties? 

Full M: We have been at all the Clubs in the UK - We recently done a Four Nations Weekender - England, Ireland, 

Scotland & wales. Twice a year we go to New Zealand to put on parties - our next one is in January. 

Scene:Finally Your Shouts! 

Full M: Norman "Endsleigh" Jay, Justin Robinson, Pop Promotions, Mr & Mrs Weatherall, LP.O - epecially Buzzard, 
Sharon, Mickey Ridley, Tuffy, bonny & Charles at Mirage, everyone who has helped Full Monty become successful!, espe¬ 
cially all the punters. 

Scene: Now its time to check out the Full Monty. Whether you are male or female this club is for you -lot's and lot's of inter¬ 
esting people with a young to middle aged crowd- excellent lighting with some mad looking gold statues scattered around 
the place - A good chill out room & quite a posh layout inside the Club. All the DJ's played well. The crowd and atmos¬ 
phere was electric - with one of the best nights I’ve had out for a long time - I would definitely Recommend the Full Monty 
to any serious clubber with a lop DJ line, live P.A. & only £10 in Advance for an Allnighter- There next event is on 
Saturday 22nd of October - Check It Out.!!

What different types of music do you play? 

I'm fairly versatile - lately I've been playing up North & on the South Coast which requires playing a happy, stompy set, 
but if a promoter wanted me to play Jungle I can play it - so I can fit in with whatever the music policy is, 

Have you played abroad? 

I've played in Miami, Switzerland & I'm playing in Austria in a couple of weeks & over Christmas I'm playing in Australia - 
so I'm starting to do more work abroad. 

Do you like working with MC's? 

Sometimes with some of them. 

What DJ's do you rate? 

I rate all DJ's that can mix & I like to listen to other DJ's unique styles of music. 

As well as hardcore, what other types of music do you listen to? 

I listen to Classical music, Rack 'n' Roll - Some times I listen to Garage [I'm very versatile to what I listen to!) 

Telephone rings & I go and answer the phone as you do! (While I'm on the phone, Seduction for some strange reason 
decides to add a few things to the interview!!)

SUBURBAN BASE HAVE CHURNED OUT A LOT OF EXCELLENT MUSIC & 

HAVE GAINED A LOT OF RESPECT OVER THE YEARS - TODAY WE 
SPOKE TO MR. SUB BASE HIMSELF ■ DANNY DONNELLY (TAKE 2) 

How did Suburban Base start? 

Suburban Base started in 1990 - Before the Label started we opened 
Boogie Town Records -1 was 17 at the time & I got a bank loan. The shop 
run well for 6 months & we realised to compete & get a good reputation 
we had to sell exclusive music in the forms of white label records. This 
made us start Suburban Base & we started making our own music. 

How did the name come about? 

We were thinking of different names for the label & a lot of our music con¬ 
tains sub-base. 

Were also based in the suburbs of London, we are also on the suburbs of the music business - 
so Suburban Base was the most suited name for our Record Label. 

Who influenced you music wise? 

The label as a whole is influenced by a Hip Hop type of background - which a majority of us 
come from. A lot of the early Hip Hop pioneers & some Reggae artists are what you could ca 
influences, really. 

As well as Hardcore & Jungle what other types of Music do you listen to? 

Hip Hop, Jazz & a lot of Rare Groove. 

What is your opinion of the Jungle Scene at the moment? 

It will be a shame if it all starts separating out - there's a ragaa element which the media 
seem to have really picked up on & are making a big issue about! But that is not all it is! 

Junqle is a much wider & vari ed scene than just the Ragaa element. 

How many Artists do Suburban Base have? 

We have a large amount of artists who work for us & we are signing new ones every week. 

It's very hard to give an exact number or list as it changes all the time. 

A lot of people believe that dubplates are being played too long before they are released, 
what's your opinion on this? 

There are good and bad points on this. It's a good promotional techniaue, you get it to the top 
DJ's, they run it for a while & you get your records heard everywhere, but on the bad side, it 
could get on to a mix tape way to earfy & it can completely mess up your sales. I don't think 
its right when DJ's only play Dubplates. I think they should do a mixture of plates and records 
which the punters know. 

Do you enjoy doing live P.A.'s? 

I don't do any at the moment, our artists are still doing them, we do a lot of work abroad & its 
good for the label when we get a show case P.A, booking. 

How do you see the Rave scene in a couple of years time? 

1 know it will still be around - there are a lot of people who rely on it to let it die! I can't really 
predict what will happen but I hope it carries on & gets better. 

What MC's do you rate? 

A lot of them are commanding silly money at the moment, and they chat over the records too 
much. There are few I rate, MCGQ - being my favourite. 

What other labels do you rate at the moment? 

Anyone who is sincere, there are a lot of people trying to jump on the Bandwagon, people 
who have stuck with it & got through the hard times, RAM records, Moving Shadow are a few. 
We don't really compete, we all help each other, this is how all businesses should run. 

What plans do you have for the future? 

To keep doing what we're doing, to continue to enjoy what I'm doing & to enjoy working with 
my frien ds. That's about it really.

BOOGIE TIMES RECORDS 


After a short drive to Romford in Essex, we arranged an Interview with 
Boogie Times manager Winston 'Run Tings' who has made a lot of music 
for Suburban Base. He also BJ's & runs the shop while Danny Donnelly 
runs the Suburban Base Record Label, here's the story. 

When was Boogie Times Records established? 

It was first opened in September 1 989 & I started to work with Danny in December 1989. 

Where did the name come from? 

Its of a record called 'Boogie times' - which was around at the time of opening the shop. 

Who works in the shop at present? 

Danny Breaks, DJ Ash & myself at present - but if l get stuck I can always ring up and get some other DJ's 
who regularly come in the shop to help out. 

What different types of music do you stock? 

We stock Jungle, Drum & Bass, Hardcore, House, Swingbeat, Hip Hop, a bit of Jazz - really most forms of 
Dance Music. 

Why do you think people buy records from your shop - instead of other shops? 

I think we have a very wide selection of music & we offer a good service. These are the two main reasons. 

What do you think of the ravescene at the moment? 

At the moment I think it has reached its highest peak ever - with Ticket and Record sales doubling this year! 

What sells the most in you shop. House, Hardcore or Jungle? 

Jungle & Drum & Base sells the best at the moment, although House & our other music does sometimes 
overtake Jungle music sales. 

What top DJ's shop at Boogie Times? 

Every top DJ either buying Records or collecting promos comes into our shop. It's quite funny, as a lot of our 
customers don't know that Andy C or Hype is standing next to them when they are buying their records. 

How did you get involved in the shop? 

I've known Danny for years & when l lost my Job working an our price type record shop, he asked me to 
work for him & I've worked here ever since. 

And finally any shouts? 

Yes, Danny & all Sub Base artists, all our customers & everyone that knows me. 

Well Winston thanks for your time - Good Luck with any music you make and keep up the DJing.
